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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because there are no reference designations in Figs. 2-5, 12 
and 18 in the drawings is B12 and A18 in the specification and the cutouts and supporting points 
are not in the drawings. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .

Therefore, the non-magnetic cylindrical member 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: See drawing 
objections above. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 6, 
"non-magnetic" should have —a— before it. In claim 3, "the supporting points" is not referenced 
previously or is even in the drawings. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In claim 1, line 6, "a non-magnetic cylindrical member" is not disclosed. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, line 6, "a flat spring for engaging its outer periphery section", and line 
7, "for engaging its inner periphery" the term "its" is not definite as the examiner does not know 
as to what this refers to. 

9. The use of the trademark Teflon has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

11. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hutchings et al. US 
5,232,196. 

Hutchings discloses a proportional solenoid control valve 10 having a solenoid; a magnetic 
movable member 24 which is applied a magnetic attraction force by the solenoid; and a flat 
spring 32 for engaging its outer periphery section with non-magnetic cylindrical member 14 for 
guiding the magnetic movable member, and for engaging its inner periphery section with the 
magnetic movable member so as to balance in power with the magnetic movable member due to 
the magnetic attraction force. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hutchings et al. 
US 5,232,196 in view of Ueda et al. US 4,085,921. 
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Hutchings lacks the flat spring having four cutouts. Ueda discloses a flat spring 202 having four 
cutouts. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make the flat spring of Hutchings have cutouts at four points as disclosed 
by Ueda in order to have more stability in the spring. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 2 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

15. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claim 2 is the combination of a square spring with 
cutouts at the inner side of the four corners in combination with the Teflon coating on one 
supporting side in combination with the device as cited in claim 1 . The primary reason for the 
allowance of claim 4 is the two types of rubber in combination with the device as cited in claim 
1. 

Conclusion 

16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lee, Kelly, Koga, Nakamura, Hascher, and Morioka disclose proportional solenoid 
valves having flat spring with cutouts.
